The jury, which deliberated only 
about an hour, was charged for 
more than two hours by Judge 
Boyer following addresses by coun­ 
sels for the plaintiff.

Counsel for the defendant made 
a motion for a new trial and arrest 
of Judgment which was granted by 
Judge Boyer pending the filing of 
reasons in a brief.
